After 17 years 
of   service with the Town of Bridgeville, including the last seven years as 
Town Manager/Finance Director, Mr. Savage is pursuing an opportunity in 
the   private sector. Mr. Savage has been integral in overseeing Bridgeville’s 
growth over the years, while working diligently to make sure daily operation 
of town government and services ran efficiently.  Under Mr. Savage’s      
guidance, the town is in a strong financial position to facilitate future growth 
on the Route 13 Corridor. His stewardship of town finances has     resulted in 
significant savings to the taxpayers of Bridgeville. The Commissioners will 
miss Mr. Savage, as he has provided sound judgment in making                   
recommendations regarding tough issues in the past. In addition, Mr. Savage 
represented the Town at many important meetings and at various functions 
throughout the county and state. We are proud that he was able to           
represent Bridgeville on the Delaware League of Local Government’s         
Legislative Advocacy Committee. His leadership and abilities earned him the 
honor of being named the Delaware League of Local Government’s 2017 
Town Manager of the Year.  
 
 We will miss Jesse Savage and we wish him well as he embarks on a 
new professional journey.  The Town of Bridgeville is already conducting a 
search for a new Town Manager, and while it will be difficult to replace Mr. 
Savage, the Commissioners will seek a candidate with similar abilities and 
who shares many of Mr. Savage’s values.

• Registered Voter in the State of Delaware

101 N. Main St.  
Monday-Friday, 8:30 AM - 4:30 PM, until the February 
20th deadline.   

• The Town maintains five Voting Districts. Residents 
may only vote for the candidate in their District. 
Please contact Bridgeville Town Hall for Voting District 
information. 

• This registration applies to Bridgeville Municipal 
Elections only and does not apply to Federal/State 
Elections.
